REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. "IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

the use of electron beam radiation for sterilizing is suggested by Li. and the failure of Yannas et al disclosing such sterilizing 
does not make the invention unobvious. The references are applied together, and must be considered together as a whole 
rather than each alone. Even if Li teaches that electron beam irradiation is eguivalent to.gamma irradiation, and Nociolo's 
Malaney's Declarations show they are not eguivalent. this does not make the use of electron beam irradiation unobvious to 
sterilize a collagen and glvcosaminoglvcan co-precipitate since Li clearly suggests that electron beam irradiation can be used. 
If gamma irradiation is found unsuitable, one is obviiouslv going to use another method of sterilizing that is taught as also 
being capable of use for sterilizing. When two methods of sterilizing are disclosed, it would have been well within the skill of 
the art to select the one that is considered to provide best results.
